The  Registrar  General's  mid-year  estimate  of  the  population  was 
22,090  compared  with  22,110  in  1958,  The  numhor  of  live  births  fell  from 
359  in  1958  to  356  in  1959,  giving  a crude  birth  rate  of  15.21,  This  is 
close  to  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  which  was  16,5  (provisional),  but 
the  "corrected  rate’*  for  the  district  is  16,88, 

There  wore  7 still-births  compared  with  9 in  1958,  giving  a still- 
birth rate  per  1 ,000  live  and  still-births  of  20,40  v;hich  is  near  the  rate 
iCor  England  and  Wales  of  20,7. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  270  compared  ;/ith  288  in  1958  and  276 
in  1957.  The  ciude  death-rate  was  12.22  per  1,000  population,  compared  xriLth 
13.02  in  1958,  The  "corrected"  death  rate  was  11.59  compared  T-dth  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  of  11,6. 

There  v/ore  no  deaths  associated  with  pregnancy  and  childbirth. 

It  will  be  seen  that  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatoiy  system 
accounted  for  149  deaths  (a  fall  of  II)  and  cancer  for  55  (a  rise  of  5). 
There  wore  no  deaths  duo  to  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Measles  of 
Polion^olitis,  6 deaths  wore  duo  to  Pneumonia,  12  to  bronchitis  and  5 
to  accidents.  There  were  3 deaths  from  Tuberculosis,  compared  vdth  2 in 
1958. 

There  i7ore  4 deaths  of  infants  under  a year  old,  compared  trith  10  in 
1958,  Throe  were  under  a month  old. 

There  were  13  new  notifications  of  Tuberculosis, (l 1 pulmonary  and  i 
cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  organs  other  than  Hie  lungs),  compared  with  10 
new  cases  in  1958, 

There  wore  341  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  (excluding  Tuberculosis) 
with  6 deaths.  Measles  were  prevalent,  with  294  cases  but  VJhooping 
Cough  and  Scarlet  Fever  were  less  prevalent  during  tiie  year.  There  were 
no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis. 

Considerable  progress  \jaa  made  vxith  the  campaign  for  the  protection 
of  children  against  Tuberculosis  and  Poliomyelitis.

I believe  tha.t  this  nijinber  could  be  redLicod  if  prospective  mothers 
made  full  use  of  the  facilities  available  imdcr  the  National  Health  Service 
Act  - antenatal  attention  either  from  the  Eamily  Doctor,  tlie  County  Council's 
Clinics,  or  from  the  Hospitals'  Clinics.  Those  services  are  not  as  fully 
used  as  they  nit”ht  be.  It  must  be  accepted,  however,  that  with  a high  birth 
rate,  there  must  bo  a number  of  still-births.  The  local  figure  is  close  to 
the  figure  for  England  and  Hales.

There  has  been  a slight  fall  in  the  death  rate  as  compared  vjith  1958, 
There  vrere  270  deaths  compared  with  288  in  1958,  Applying  the  Registrar 
General's  comparability  factor  (v;hich  helps  to  make  a true  comporison  between 
the  rates  in  the  various  areas  of  the  country)  the  death  rate  is  reduced  to 
11,59  per  1,000  population,  which  compares  favomrably  vjith  the  rate  for 
England  and  IJrles  as  a whole.

S&vjorage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 


Disposal  works  have  received  regular  maintenance,  VIork  commenced  on 
Leesv/ood  Sewerage  Scheme,  Rhydyim-yn  Sewerage  Scheme  is  still  the  subject 
of  negotiation  botv/een  the  Council  and  the'  Ministry.  Mostyn  scheme  has 
been  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  tiinistry. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  refuse  and  nightsoil  collection  services,  carried  out  by  direct 
labour,  have  continued  to  operate  sa.tisfactcrily  diiring  the  year.  A 
weekly  collection  ha^s  still  been  maintained  throughout  the  District, 
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Occasional  disruption  of  the  services  is  unavoidable,  however,  due  in  the 
main  to  mechaiical  breakdown,  inclement  weather  etc.  but  as  Dittle 
inconvenience  as  possible  is  caused  to  the  public  in dthe se ’ instances. 

It  is  proposed  to  -purchase  a larger  capacity’’  refuse  vehicle  in  tte 
near  future,  and  tenders  were  invited  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

Several  refuse  tips  are  still  being  used  and  controlled  tipping  is 
operated  as  far  as  possible.  Re^lar  inspections  and  treatments  are 
carried  out  on  the  tips  for  rodent  and  insect  destruction. 

The  cesspool  emptier  has  again  been  used  extensively  by  the  public 
for  the  emptying  of  septic  tanks  and  cesspools.  One  day  a week  is 
devoted  to  this  work,  x^henever  possible.  Approximately  175  of  these  tanlcs 
v:ere  emptied  during  the  year. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

No  complaints  were  received  of  unsatisfactory  conditions  of  rivers 
and  streams  during  the  year. 

Camping  Sites, 

Regular  inspections  are  carried  out  on  camping  sites  during  the 
year.  Most  of  the  larger  sites  were  found  to  be  reasonably  satisfactory 
and  well  managed,  .•’few  complaints  having  boon  received, 

Tliree  nex-:  applica-tions  were  received  for  licences  to  use  land  for 
moveable  dx-;el lings.  Two  of  the  applications  for  use  of  land  at  Caerxvys 
and  Talacre  were  granted,  but  the  third  application  for  use  of  land  at 
Trelaxr/nyd  was  refused. 

Smoko  Abatement. 

No  complaints  were  received  d"uring  the  year  x-ath  regard  to 
contraventions  of  •tlie  Clean  Air  Act,  1956, 

Schools. 

Inspections  of  schools  in  the  District  were  carried  out  and  during 
the  year  no  complaints  were  received. 

SECTION  D. 


Housing. 

Routine  inspection  of  houses  xmder  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  and  the 
Housing  Act,  1 957  x;ere  carried  out  throughout  the  District  during  the  year, 
Various  complaints  x/ere  received  and  investiga.ted,  A nxomber  of  dx-^ellings 
ha.ve  been  repaired  after  informal  and  formal  action  under  the  pro'vlsions  of 
the  Public  Hcal'th  ict,  1936. 

It  xras  necessary  to  resort  to  legal  prcceodings  in  one  case  only,  in 
order  to  secure  the  abatement  of  a nuisance,  folloxnLng  the  service  of  a 
Statutory  Notice  in  respect  of  housing  repairs.  The  Council  have 
continued  x-rith  their  policy  of  dealing  x:ith  individual  xmfit  houses, 
these  houses  being  subject  to  action  xmder  Sectims  16  and  17  of  tlie 
Housing  Act,  1957.  Closing  Orders  or  Demolition  Orders  were  made 
according  to  each  individual  case. 

The  building  of  hr.usos  for  rehousing  .under  the  Council's  Slum 
Clearance  programme  has  co'mmcnced  in  Leeswood,  Twelve  houses  have  been 
completed  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  and  over  fifty  are  in  the  process 
of  construction.  Re-housing  and  the  consequent  demoli'tion  of  slum 
clearance  properties  will  bo  well  xmder  way  dxxring  -the  next  few  months.

SSCTION  E. 


Shops. 


Regular  inspections  of  shops  and  food  premises  were  carried  out 
during  the  year  xmder  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1 955  and  iiie  Pood  Hygiene 
Regulations,  1 955.  In  most  cases  the  standard  of  cleanliness  xras 
reasonably  satisfantory  buli  where  instances  of  "unsatisfactory  conditions 
v;ere  found,  a warning  letter  was  sufficient  "to  have  the  necessary  xirork 
carried  out. 

Regular  inspections  were  also  carried  out  at  licensed  premises  and 
a number  of  public  houses  have  been  improved  during  "the  year. 

The  standards  of  cleanliness  in  "ihe  District  are  continually  being 
improved  but  there  is  still  a lot  of  xirerk  to  bo  done  in  this  field.  Pood 
handlers  are  encouraged  constantly  to  main  tain  h^^^giehic  conditions  at  all 
times. 

A n"umber  of  applications  were  received  for  licences  to  retail  milk 
in  the  liiral  Area,  The  applications  vrero  for  licences  to  use  "the 
Special  Designation  "Tuberculin  Tested"',  ’'Pasteurised"  and  "Sterilised", 

The  applicants'  premises  were  inspected  in  each  case  and  all  the  licences 
x^orc  granted, 

A number  of  applications  for  promises  to  be  registered  xmder  Section 
16  of  "cho  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  were  also  received  during  tlie  year. 

These  applications  are  in  respect  of  premises  used  for  the  sale,  or  the 
r.anufac"tujro  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  of  ice  cream,  Ecxch  of  the  promises 
was  inspected  arxl  if  found  to  be  satisfactory  the  regis"tration  certificates 
issued.  Most  of  "the  ice-cream  sold  in  "the  District  is  pre-packed  but  there 
are  two  premLsos  x-rhich  manufacture  ice-cream.  Regular  inspections  are 
carried  out  at  these  premises  and  the  conditions  xmder  which  the  ice-cream 
was  manufactured  vp.s  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

During  the  5^ear  a sliced  loaf  containing  a piece  of  x-dre  was  brought 
to  the  Dopo-rtmont,  Legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  the  manufacturers 
vfhc  pleaded  guilty.  The  case  x/as  heard  at  the  Holywell  I’kxgistrates' 

Coxirt  and  the  defendomts  were  fined  £5.  and  ordered  to  pay  costs. 
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Slaugh  terhous  es , 

On  the  1st  January,  1959,  there  came  into  opera.tion  tr*ro  new  Regulations 
made  under  the  Pood  and  Truss  Act,  1955  and  the  Slaughter  of  .inimals 
Amendment  Act,  1 954,  namely  The  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations  and 
The  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations. 

The  ”/i3?-giend’  Regulations  impose  upon  occupiers  of  slaughterhoixses  and 
others,  requirements  as  to  the  construction,  layout,  drainage,  equipment, 
maintenance,  cleanliness,  ventilation  lighting,  water  supply,  management 
and  personal  hygiene. 

The  ’’Prevention  of  Cruelty"  Regulations  provide  for  the  use  of  stunning 
pens  for  the  slaughter  of  adult  cattle,  adequate  lairage  facilities  and 
details  as  to  the  licensing  of  slaughtermen,  etc. 

In  regard  to  existing  slaughterhouses  these  Regulations  do  not  come 
into  force  until  such  day  as  appointed  by  the  Minister  following  the 
submission  of  a report  by  the  local  authority. 

Arrangements  will  be  made  for  a Meeting  of  Council  Officials  and 
Trade  Representatives  to  be  held  in  order  to  determine  the  future 
slaughterhouse  roquironcnts  for  the  area,  and  to  discuss  the  "appointed 
day" . 


Regular  neat  inspection  is  still  carried  out  at  five  of  the  licensed 
slaughterhouses  in  the  District.  It  is  necessary  to  carry  out  meat 
inspection  duties,  out  of  normal  office  hours  in  order  to  ensure,  as  far 
as  possible,  tlia.t  all  meat  slaughtered  in  the  area  is  ini^ected  before 
being  sold  to  the  public.

There  were  14  cases  of  scarlet  fever  of  a mild  type,  all  in  children, 
occujrring  in  the  third  and  fourth  quarters  of  the  year.  There  were  294 
cases  of  measles  with  no  deaths,  most  of  the  cases  being  in  the  middle  of 
the  year,  and  were  mostly  in  children  up  to  9 years.  There  were  26  cases 
of  pc-numonia,  with  6 deaths.  As  is  usual  in  this  complaint,  the  deaths 
occurred  in  the  very  young  and  the  elderly.  There  xjere  no  cases  of 
Diphtheria.  5 deaths  vjere  reported  as  due  to  Influenza,  as  this  complaint 
was  preva,lent  early  in  the  year,  Tiiere  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning. 
There  wore  again  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis.

During  the  year  there  were  1 1 nexj  cases  of  pulmonaiy  tuberculosis 
notified,  and  2 cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  (compared  with  8 and  2 
in  1958,  15  aiid  4 in  1957.  These  numbers  include  new  residents  from  other 
disiurictso . 

TTiore  x^ero  3 deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  (2  males  and  1 female) 
and  no  deaths  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis,  comfared  with  2 in  1958, 

I am  certain  that  the  close  co-operation  existing  betx/een  genera], 
practitioners,  the  Chest  Physicians  and  the  County  Council  Health  Visiting 
Staff  is  leading  to  the  earlier  diagnosis  of  tuberculous,  cases,  and  tlicir 
quicker  restoration  to  good  health,  ITie  housing  conditions  of  some  of  the 
notified  cases  are  poor,  and  I trust  that  the  Housing  Committee  will  continue 
to  give  such  cases  sympathetic  consideration, 

Durii'ig  1959  the  Mass  X-Ray  unit  "B"  of  the  ¥eldi  Regional  Hospital  Board 
visited  the  county  and  operated  mainly  in  works  and  factories.  The  response 
of  the  public  to  this  valuable  service  was  good.  In  all,  895  persons  (426 
males  and  46?  females),  from  the  general  population  and  schools  and  13>515 
from  factories,  xrorks  and  institutions  were  examined. 

Prom. July,  1957,  the  Semi-static  Mass  X-Pny  Unit  "G"  began  to  operate  in 
the  County,  visiting  Rhyl,  Kolyx-rell,  Shotton  and  Mold  - one  day  being  spent  in 
each  place  every  three  weeks.  (This  procedure  continued  in  1 959) . Adults, 
and  children  of  14  years  and  over  can  visit  the  Unit,  with  or  xrithout  a. 
doctor’s  note.  The  response  so  far  has  been  good,  5,556  persons  xjore 
examined  by  this  Unit  during  the  year,  as  follox^s  -

B,C.G».  Vaccination  against  Tutierculoas. 

During  1956  the  County  Council  as  the  local  Health  iiuthority  introduced 
a scheme  for  the  protection  of  schoolchildren  between  1;>  and  14  years  against 
Tuberculosis.  The  object  of  B.C.G.  iininunisaticn  is  to  give  a child  an 
artificial’’  immunity  or  protection  where  no  iniTural  protection  exists.  The 
procedure  consists  of  skin— testing  the  child  with  Tuberculoin,  'Tlie  I’esult 
of  this  test  shows  xjhether  the  child  has  a natural  or  acquired  protection, 
or  has  no  protection  at  all.  If  there  is  no  protection,  the  child  is  given 
one  injection  into  the  skin  of  the  upper  arm.  In  a few  weeks  a small  scab 
foims  and  falls  off  and  the  procedxnre  is  now  completed.  In  1959  the  scheme 
was  extended  to  protect  children  over  14  years  and  includ-cd  stud.ents. 

During  1959,  2,636  children  were  tested  and  1,282  were  given  the 
aecGSsa.ry  injection.  There  were-  no  ill-effects.  It  is  proposed  to  extend 
the  scheiaom  so  that  all  children,  by  the  time  thev  leave  school,  will  be 
reasonably  well- protected.  The  written  consent  oi  the  parent  or  guardian 
is  necessary  in  each  case. 

National  Assistance  Act.  19^  (Section  4?):. 

National Assistance  (Amendment)  Act.  1951.  (Removal  to  suitable  premises, of 
persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention. 

Only  one  case  was  dealt  with  under  the  above  Acts  but  it  was  not 
nscessa.iy  to  ’use  compulsion  as  the  patient  finally  entered  hospital  willingly. 
He' was  79  years  old,  living  alone,  on  bad  terms  with  his  neighbours.  He 
was  found  to  be  in  poor  health  and  could  not  look  after  himself.  There  was 
little  food  in  the  house  but  plenty  of  fuel.  His  relatives  would  not  go  to 
help  him  owing  to  his  difficult  attitude. 

Supervision  of  many  other  cases  of  elderly  people  living  alone  was 
carried  out  throu^out  the  yen.r. 


/jiti-poliomyelitis  Vaccination. 

Piptection  against  Poliomyelitis  was  introduced  in  1956.  Stipplies 
of  the  necessary  material  were  limited,  and  in  the  first  year,  only  306  children 
in  the  County  had  received  the  two  injections.  During  1957,  supplies  of 
vaccine  were  better  and  by  the  end  of  tb.e  year  3,461  children  liaxl  been 
protected.  In  November,  1957,  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  announced  that 
protection  was  to  be  offered  to  all  children  between  six  months  and  fifteen 
years  of  age,  and  to  expectant  mothers,  some  hospital  staff,  ambulance  staff 
and  families  and  to  general  practitioners  and  their  families,  as  these 
persons  faced  greater  risks  than  did  the  rest  of  the  community.  Vaccination 
continued  throughout  1958,  and  during  the  year  12,457  children  were  protected, 
making  a total  of  16^224  frmm  the  inception  of  the  scheme..  Most  of  the  work 
was  dSno  at  Clinics  and  Schools.  In  July,  1958,  the  upper  ago  limit  was  raised 
to  25  yeans,  so  that  yo'ung  adults  could  be  protected.  To  encourage  tMs  group 
to  cone  fom^rard,  visits  vrere  made  to  their  places  of  work,  and  the  injections 
were  done  there.  The  campaign  went  on  in  1959  and  during  the  year  21,021 
persons  had  the  two  injections.  By  the  end  of  1959  the  number  of  persons 
protected  since  the  campaign  started  in  1956  totalled  37,255.  Hor  tlie 
second  year  in  succession  there  were  no  notifications  of  Poliomyelitis 
in  the  County,
